The trout ranged ia size from ten to 
eighteen inches, and during’ the time 
We sat there at least twenty man. 
aged to get over. In many instances 
a first attempt failed, owing, however, 
more toan apparent want of judg- 
ment, or perhaps of experience, than 
from lack of physical ability in the 
fish to accomplish the feat, the smaller 
fish, as arule, failing to get over in 
the first effort. But few of the larger 
fish made a clean jump into. the 
smooth water above the apron of the 
dam; most of them passed perpen- 
dicular up the faliing waters and with 
apparent ease. These fish were en- 
abled to swim straight up this down- 
pour of the waters .by the great mus- 
cular power they possessed ; tite’ was 
no trick, no sleight of hand about it— 
it was pure strength of body, which 
is evidently centred in the peduncle 
or tail and the tail fin. They actually 
sculled their bodies up this compara- 
tively dense mass of water. The 
query naturally arises: If a ten-inch 
trout can swim up such a fall, what is 
the capacity of a salmon of {forty 
inches under similar conditions.— 
[American Angler. 


Snake-Charming and Snakes, 

When a’ snake has bitten several 
times, the poison is quite exhausted 
for the time being, rendering the ant- 
mal comparatively harmless. It ie 
said to be this fact which enables the 
Indian snake-charmers to handle their 
charges without danger. They tease 
them into anger, when they will readi- 
ly bite a stick or bundle of rags, and 
so exhaust their verom. Perhaps it 
will be well here to say a few more 
words in regard to shake-charmers. 
Many kinds of serpents, especially 
the hooded cobra of India,are thought 
to be affected by music. In capturing 
‘them for exhibition, the Indian takes 
his bagpipe, and, stationing himself 
near an old well or ruin, begins to 
play. Acobra is almost certain to 
make its appearance soon, for they 
are very numerous in that country. 
They are held in sacred reverence, the 
little children calling them ‘Uncle,’ 
and setting saucers of milk for them 
to drink; and they are looked upon sas 


guardian angels. Should one be

mulated to the credit of unpaid’ money 
orders; but the chief accumulation was 
under the original rules of the-office, 
which: were much more. conservative 
than those now iu force, If A at Co- 
lumbus sent a money order to B in Cin- 
cinnati twénty-five years ago, and B did 
not present that order for payment, the 
postmaster at Cincinnati might meet 


»B three times a day for a year, 


and under the regulations of’ the 

Postoffice Department he could no 

tell him that the money was awaiting 
his order. The postmaster at Columbus 
could not notify A that the money re- 
mained unclaimed. So if the order had 
gone astray probably'B wondered why A 
did not'send that money to him; and A 
puzzled over the fact-that B did not ac- 
knowledge the receipt of at, and unless 
Jhey came together and had. an- under- 
standing, the money was never claimed, 
and it lies in the Sub-Treasury to-day 
awaiting an order from A or B. But if 
A sent a money order to B to-day and 
the order was not presented for payment, 
the postmaster at Cincinnati, examining 
the letters of advice received from other 
Offices at the end of a month;“and finding 
this money order to have been unpaid at 
“the end of the previous month, wonld 
notity.B.that there was a money order in 
Wis favor on file in the office, seat to him 
‘by A from Columbus. If at the end of 
another moath the money order was still 
unpaid, he would notifyhim again. Aud 
if atthe ead of the third month the 
money had not been claimed, he would 
advise the postmaster at Columbus, who 
would notify A that his money order in 
favor of B had not been presented at the 
postoffice at Cincinnati, and ask him to 
urge B to have it cashed. It would seem 
that these precautions ought to insure 
the payment of money orders within a 
reasonable time, yet every year hundreds 
of them rémain unpaid uatil they are in- 
valid. 

The superintend at of the money- 
erder office seldom receives any expla- 
nation of the delay in cashing a money 
order; all duplicates are issued from his 
office, but there is|a regular form of ap- 
plication for duplicates kept on file in 
all money-order offices, and all that the 
superintendent. receives usually is an ap- 
plication made out on one of these 
blanks. Occasionally the postmaster 


forwarding the application sends a letter |- 


telling the circumstances of the delay in 
having the order cashed, and sometimes 
the applicant for a duplicate sends a let- 
ter to Dr. McDonald, the superintendent, 
giving an explanation of the case. Such 
an explanation came four years age from 
the executor of a German bishop in the 


interior-of Pennsylvania. He sent in a’ 


bundle of money orders which were found 
in the bishop's desk. He said that there 
was a bishop’s fund to which the con- 
gregations in the. divcese contributed, 
and many of the remittanceswere sent 
by money orders. These money orders 
the bishop put into one of the piceon- 
holes of his desk, and they accumulated 
there unpaid uotii his death. Many old 
money orders come from executors of 
estates, Some are held awaiting the 
settlement of law suits.

The Bite of a Snake. 


The heads of most of the venomous 
snakes, including the ‘‘rattlers,” bulge 
just beyond the neck. Without excep- 
tion they have fangs, either always erect, 
Or raised and laid back at will. These 
langs are long, sharp-pointed teeth, with 
a hollow groove running their entire 
length, At the root of each fang is a 
little bag of poison, When the sdake 
bites, the motion presses the poison-sac, 
and its contents flow down through the 
hollow in the tooth into the puncture or 
wound. The harmless little forked 
tongue is often spokemof by the unino- 
formed asthe snaxe’s ‘‘stinger.” Now, 
there is no propriety in the name, as the 
poisonous snakes dd\not ‘sting, but bite, 
their victims. There is no creature, 
even if brcught from foreign countries 
where ‘‘rattlers” do not exist, but will 
haltand tremble at the first warning 
suvund of the rattle. , 

Dr. 8S. Weir Mitchell, with others, 
has been making expsriments with the 
venom of different serpents. He has 
found that, aside from its poisonous 
qualities, it contains living germs, which. 
uave the power of increasing enormously 
fast, So you see, when an, animal is 
bitten, these tiny bits of life, entering 
‘with thé poison, cause ‘harmful action 
to begin almost at once. Dr. Mitchell 
has found that the nervous center con- 
trolling tne act of striking seems to be 
in the spinal cord, for if he-cut off a 
snake's head, and then pinched its >: il,

Cheese, which has been the fortune of 
Roquefort, has destroyed its picturesque- 
ness. It has brought speculators there 
who have raised great, ugly, square 
buildings of dazzling whitness in harsh 
contrast with the character aad sombre 
tone of the old houses. Although the 
place is so small that it consists of only 
one street and a few alleys, the more 
rer a are remarkable for 

height. It is surprising to see ina 
village lost among the sterile hills houses 
three stories high, The fact that there 
is only a ledge on which to build must 
be the explanation. What is most cu- 
rious in the place is the cellars. Before 
the cheese became an important article 
of commerce these were natural caverns, 
such as are everywhere to be found in this 
calcareous formation, but now they are
